NEW YORK — Michael Jordan, 
the world’s most famous athlete and 
basketball’s greatest player, will 
announce his retirement Wednesday, 
according to NBC and published 
reports. 

“Dateline NBC,” the Denver Post 
and the Chicago Sun-Times reported 
the news almost simultaneously 
Tuesday night. The Post said Bulls 
coach Phil Jackson confirmed Jordan 
is retiring. 

Jordan, NBA scoring champion the 
last seven years, leader of the three- 
time champion Chicago Bulls and 
two-time Olympic gold-medal win- 
ner, is expected to cite his father’s 
slaying this summer as the reason for 
his retirement at age 30. A source 
close to ESPN said that Jordan has 
been “despondent” about his father’s 
death for some time. 

“It’s time for me to move on to 
something else,” the Sun-Times quot- 
ed Jordan as saying. “I know a lot of 
people are going to be shocked by this 
decision and probably won’t under- 
stand.

Weak intelligence 
aids Somali warlord

WASHINGTON — In June, U.S. 
intelligence officers were “fairly cer- 
tain” they could snare him. Today 
Somali warlord Mohamed Farrah 
Aidid is still at large, his ragtag mili- 
tia confounding the world’s most 


sophisticated=intelligence-and- mili=* 


tary. 

The mystery of Aidid’s ability to 
elude arrest, and his devastating suc- 
cess at maiming and killing U.N. 
peacekeepers, are critical matters in 
the wake of this week’s casualties. 

Why can’t Aidid be captured? 

“The intelligence has always been 
very weak,” said Rep. Dan Glickman, 
D-Kan., chairman of the House 
Intelligence Committee. His panel 
receives regular briefings on Somalia 
from the U.S. spy agencies, ranging 
from the CIA to the highly secretive 
National Security Agency. 

Glickman blamed the problem par- 
tially on the difficulties of pooling 
information with the U.N. command 
in Somalia and with 32. other nations 
operating there under its umbrella. 

Other intelligence experts also 
blamed the anarchy in Somalia, the 
difficulty of penetrating its society 
and the problems of collecting infor- 
mation about urban guerrillas. 

“Our edge is technology,” said Rep. 
Jack Reed, D-R.I., a former Army 
Ranger who is a member of the 
Intelligence Committee. “That’s no 
good to us in an urban environment.”

Tax would raise money, decrease smokers 


WASHINGTON The cigarette-tax increase that would finance a big share 
of President Clinton’s health-reform plan could produce a major side-effect: 
fewer smokers. 

In turn, according to estimates of an anti-smoking health coalition, 925,000 
members of the current population would not die as a result of smoking. And, 
according to Congress’ Office of Technology Assessment, the nation would 
save a good chunk of the $68 billion that is lost each year in lower worker pro- 
ductivity and higher health-care costs for smokers. 

The tobacco industry offers another projection: A major increase in the 24- 
cent-a-pack tax would kill 288,000 jobs nationwide, from tobacco farms to the 
neighborhood convenience stores whose biggest-selling item often is cigarettes. 

The industry seems destined to lose this battle. The question is whether 
Clinton and Congress will agree next year on the 75-cent increase usually men- 
tioned or go even higher, as the health lobby urges. 


SLC travel agent charged with fraud 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Attorney General’s Office has charged the 
owner of a travel agency with illegally using customers’ credit card numbers. 

The charges, filed Friday in 3rd Circuit Court, allege that Karl G. Hofmann, 
owner of Sugar House Travel, used customers’ credit cards for his own pur- 
chases, which included a car payment and cash wired to a gambling casino. 

He was charged with nine felony counts of theft, communications fraud and 
unlawful use of a financial transaction card. 

According to court documents, a customer paid Hofmann $2,738 for a cruise 
package that Hofmann never booked. The customer later was refunded most of 
the money, but investigators discovered that money supposedly withheld to 
cover the costs of “travel insurance” actually were kept by Hofmann, who had 
enlisted a friend to pose as an insurance agent. 

The court documents state Hofmann was aware he was being investigated, but 
continued to use others’ credit cards for his own purchases. 

Hofmann obtained the credit card numbers from customers, one of whom was 
persuaded to use his card rather than pay for an airline ticket with cash.

WASHINGTON — Eating a lot of 
fat, especially from red meat, increas- 
es a man’s risk of life-threatening 
prostate cancer, researchers say. 

Animal fat in the diet seems to pro- 
mote the growth of small, latent 
prostate tumors, making them more 
likely to turn lethal, researchers at 
Harvard’s School of Public Health 
found. 

It is the strongest evidence yet that 
advanced prostate cancer — like 
breast and colon cancer — may be 
linked to a high-fat diet, said Dr. 
Kenneth J. Pienta, a cancer researcher 
and assistant professor at Wayne State 
University in Detroit. 

He reviewed the study for an editor- 
ial in the journal. 

“What you can infer from this study 
is that cutting back on dietary fat may 
help prevent prostate cancer,” Pienta 
said. “It’s a safe recommendation, 
because if you cut down on fat you 
live longer, you get less heart disease 
and less chance of other diseases.” 

The American Cancer Society rec- 
ommends reducing fat to 30 percent 
or less of total calories consumed; it 
says the average U.S. diet is about 40 
percent fat. 

In 1991, an estimated 122,000 men 
were diagnosed with prostate cancer, 
and 32,000 died of it. 

The study found that men who ate 
red meat as a main dish five or more 
times per week were 2.6 times as like- 
ly to suffer advanced prostate cancer 
as men who ate red meat only once a 
week or less.

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‘Selections’ dead, finally 


After years of debate and gallons of ink spilled on the issue, BYUSA has finally 
announced the disbanding of the nominating committee. Not only will students no 
longer be required to pass nebulous requirements arbitrarily meted out by the commit- 
tee, but the SAC chair and BYUSA president will now run on a single ticket. 

While it is understandable, student leaders at the head of BYUSA and SAC have had 
a long history of problems. The organization is constructed such that the SAC chair 
handles students issues and serves as the active voice of the students. The BYUSA 
president, on the other hand, is mainly involved with internal administration and pro- 
gramming. The diversity of roles has created a situation that has sometimes resulted in 
differing agendas and conflict. While internal rifts have not characterized all adminis- 
trations, they have been the rule rather than the exception. The new single-ticket sys- 


tem will serve BY USA, and in turn the student body, well. 


These changes, while much needed and praiseworthy, are unfortunately long over- 


due. 


While the demise of the nomination committee was decided during recent meetings 
over the last few months, hundreds of hours of largely unused work proceeded it. Last 
year, SAC spearheaded a complete “Selections” study including an extensive student 
survey. The completed report was never used. In fact, the officer now in charge of that 
area of SAC doesn’t even know where the report is. True, a volunteer’s time is cheap, 


but it shouldn’t go to waste. 


It is no secret student apathy is alive and well on campus — last year only 4,853. of 
BYU’s 28,000 students voted. While no system is perfect, it’s easy to see that one 
won’t feel very involved in a student organization which runs largely without. owner- 
ship in the election process. Hopefully these recent changes. may finally eradicate the 
problem — it is unfortunate, however, we didn’t get started sooner.

There have been some unnecessary casualties in taking so long to revamp our (S)elec- 


tion system. In February former SAC chair Steve Turley was denied the opportunity to 
run for BYUSA president by the nominating committee. He never felt he was given a 
concrete reason for the decision, and ended up considering it'a statement on the status 
of his testimony or worthiness. Anytime an organization designed to serve sends this 
kind of message, intentionally or unintentionally, it should be clear something is: very 


wrong. 


Fortunately, Turley’s rejection was the culminating event that led to a loud and long 
cry for change. “He defiantly was the sacrificial lamb in that his being rejected by the 
nominating committee served as a catalyst to get the process going,’ BYUSA President 


Mike Lee said: 


So why are the changes so long overdue? One committee member points to the struc- 
ture of the advisory committee assigned to evaluate the system. He said the presence of 
former BYUSA and ASBYU (the precursor to BYUSA) officers made the system 


inherently gridlocked. 


But why staff a committee with “guardians of gridlock” who have a vested interest in 
protecting the work they did when they were running the show? Is it done with hopes 
that eventually one faction will get tired and stop attending the meetings? That a fili- 
buster will be the only way to get something accomplished? Saddling a president who 
advocates Change with such a committee is a disservice to him and more importantly, 


to the student body. 


Thankfully, candidates for BYUSA president will no longer be “selected” prior to an 
election. BYU students will be able to choose for themselves, without undue prior 
administrative restraint, who will lead their service organization, The Daily Universe 
believes a student body which signed the Honor Code will acquit itself well in making 


that choice. 


The open debates on the freeom of speech 
at BYU are welcome evidence of the freeom 
of speech on campus. However, to brush 
this area with any single color may not ade- 
quately reflect the true picture of the issue at 
BYU. One of my personal experiences hap- 
pens to be a strong case in support of the 
conclusion that the freedom situation is sat- 
isfactory in at least some important corners 
of this campus.

That’s dominance. Edwards, of course, set that trend on its ear. BYU 
is' 19-2 against Utah since 1972. ; 

The same was true of BYU’s record against Utah State. Prior to 1972, 
the Cougars were 17-27-3 against the Aggies. Since then, BYU is 16-5 
against Utah State, having won 13 of the last 14 meetings. 

Why mention all this now? Utah and Utah State fans felt 1993 would 
be the year in which they would challenge BY U’s dominance. 

Three years ago Utah hired Ron McBride; Utah State signed Charlie 
Weatherbie last year. McBride led Utah to a bowl game for the first 
time since 1964. He also became the first Ute coach to produce back- 
to-back winning seasons: Utah was 7-5 in 1991 and 6-5 last year. 
Utah barely lost to Washington State in the Copper Bowl, 31-28, 
its supporters-were ready to put the Utes back atop the WAC in 1993. 

Instead, Utah is 2-3, with a loss at home to a Division I-AA program. 
With games left at Hawaii and BYU, and home games against San 
Diego Statg and New Mexico, Utah will be hard-pressed to win the six 
gainst Division I foes necessary to qualify for a bowl bid. 

Along with Weatherbie, the starting quarterback in Oklahoma State’s 
win over BYU in the 1976 Tangerine Bowl, Utah State has a new ath- 
letic director, Chuck Bell. Bell has doubled the athletic department’s 
coffers with deft fundraising, added lights to the stadium, strengthened 
the schedule with games against WAC teams and implemented a $15.5 
million plan to increase the stadium’s size from 30,257 to 40,000. 

Such changes do usually lead to a better program —- BYU. made 
some of the samé moves in the '70s — but the Aggies are doing it in 
the face of a bleak outlook: Other than when it plays BYU, Utah State 
has never drawn more than 24,000 fans to a game. 

Now, Utah State has‘started the year 1-4, dampening the hopes of

fans who thought the Aggies might cause BYU problems when the 
Cougars travel to Logan at the end of the year. 

Meanwhile, BYU is 4-0 and, if it should beat UCLA and Notre 
Dame, it could finish among the Top 10 teams in the nation. 

Utah and Utah State still have a ways to go. 


MEDIA AND THE CHURCH — Conference weekend was inter- 
esting on many levels. As a journalist, observing coverage of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints by local media is usually a 
fascinating pasttime; sometimes, like this weekend, it is also disap- 
pointing. 

Prior to conference, Channel Two’s Phil Riesen, touted by the station 
in commercials as being special because of his in-depth reporting abili- 
ties, referred to a talk given by Elder Boyd K. Packer. He said the talk 
pinpointed “feminists, homosexuals and scholars’ as threats to the 
Church. Not only was the talk — in my opinion — taken out of con- 
text, the term “‘scholars” is inaccurate. Packer did not condemn BYU’s 
faculty; rather, he used the word “intellectuals.” 

On Channel Four; reporter Paul Murphy showed a clip of Elder Neal 
A. Maxwell saying that at times, a sifting of members due to apostasy 
is needed. Unfortunately, the editing misrepresented Elder Maxwell’s 
talk; the sound bite portrayed the clip as Elder Maxwell’s own words 
when, in fact, the Apostle was quoting George Q. Cannon: 

On Moday morning, the Salt Lake Tribune ran three corrections to 
apologize for errors in covering conference. 

These problems exemplify a larger problem of covering religion in 
the media. The problems with religious reporting are not due to a lack 
of religiosity on the part of the journalists, as many will tell you. A 
recent survey by the Freedom Forum First Amendment Center at 
Vanderbilt University shows that 96 percent of journalists identify with 
a religion; 75 percent of religion writers said religion plays a “very 
important” role in their lives. 

The report said newspapers give far tog little coverage to religion; 
while 90 percent of Americans believe in God and 80 percent pray reg- 
ularly, few papers cover religion at all. 

Thankfully, we don’t have that problem in Utah. The report’s authors 
did forecast the problems Utah media would have this past weekend: 
“Overt antireligious sentiments are rare,” they wrote. “But uninformed 
reporters are too often intellectually lazy about getting their facts 
straight” on religion stories.

Educated women

Many talks in the recent LDS women’s.and 
general conferences focused on the roles of 
men and women. While I have no disagree- 
ment with what was said, I want to emphasize 
a point. Elder Ballard said in the Women’s 
Conference, referring to women having to 
work outside the home, “Let us not judge oth- 
ers, bécause we do not know their situation 
nor do we know what common sense and per- 
sonal revelation have led them to do.” BYU 
Provost Bruce Hafen, in his talk at the annual 
faculty conference this year and referring par- 


* ticularly to women, said, “It is simply wrong 


for anyone on this campus to sit in judgment 
— or to allow students to sit in judgment — 
on any person’s marital status, family circum- 
stances, or other personal dimension.” 

I mention this because in the past there have 
been individuals at BYU, mainly men, who 
have questioned and criticized women who 
teach on the faculty, even standing up in class 
and asking why they aren’t ut home with their 
children. That is the height of arrogance. 
There has also been criticism of women who 
hold staff positions and of female students 
who are seeking an education. To do so is an 
insult in that it assumes that women cannot 
think for themselves or get revelation for 
themselves. I know many of the women at 
BYU and have always found them to be faith- 
ful to their Church and to their families. It is 
not our place to judge their decisions. 
Similarly, it is not our place to judge any 
woman who is not working outside the home 
—— as many people do. The point is simply 
that women have free agency and have their 


_ prayers answered, just like men. 


I myself have benefited from having strong 
women in my family. My grandmothers and 
mother were well-read and educated and pro- 
vided substantial encouragement and example 
for my own education and that of others. One 
of my grandmothers received her master’s 
degree at BYU and taught courses in English 
literature at both BYU and the University of 
Utah for many years. She taught, I believe, the 
first evening classes at BYU and thus proba- 
bly founded BYU’s Continuing Education 
program. Her own mother delivered babies for 
20 years in the West Jordan area to help sup- 
port her family, after having been trained by 
the LDS woman doctor Ellis Shipp.

Endorsement forms 
to be in class schedule

After changing your winter schedule 
fifteen times, a class schedule book is 
probably the last thing you want to 
keep. But don’t trash this treasure, as 
it contains a key to eligibility for con- 
tinuing at BYU. — 

Let your fingers do the walking to 
page 45 of the new winter 1994 class 
schedule, and you’ll find an ecclesias- 
tical endorsement form. 

Putting the continuing ecclesiastical 
endorsement form in the class sched- 
ule was designed for students’ conve- 
nience, said Jeannie Papic, endorse- 
ment specialist. 

“Tt was an easy and efficient way to 
get the form to the students,” Papic 
said. Forms. are no longer mailed to 
students. 

If students don’t have a class sched- 
ule, they can pick up a form from the 
information desk, the Honor Code 
Office or the advisement centers, she 
said. 

Only current forms will be accepted 
because there is additional informa- 
tion on this year’s form, Papic said. - 

The ecclesiastical endorsement 
interview must be done between 
January 1 and April 1, with the winter 
semester ward-of-residence bishop, 
for admittance the following fall 
semester. 

Interviews cannot be done simulta- 
neously with tithing settlements at the 
end of the year, Papic said. 

“The endorsement interview is 
important and meaningful in and of 
itself and should not be combined,” 
she said.

Following a trend of colleges 
nationwide, BYU students are opting 
for healthier and more diverse foods 
at the lunch counter. 

Dining Services Director Sam 
Brooks represented BYU at a national 
convention of college food service 
Operators in Nashville, Tenn., this 
summer. While at the convention, 
Brooks participated with other college 
representatives in a panel discussion 
aimed at analyzing the impact of food 
trends on college campuses. 

What the panel found was an emerg- 
ing trend towards vegetarianism, 
wellness and ethnic foods, according 
to an article in the national magazine 
Food Service Director. 

Brooks stressed that the prominent 
concern of students at BYU was 
“wellness” or healthier eating. 
Because of the demand for healthier 
foods he. said that BYU is selling less 
regular yogurt, ice cream and cottage 
cheese and more low-fat and non-fat 
varieties. 

“Kids are becoming smarter and 
more selective at what they eat,” he 
said. “We recently established a 
health enhancement program to give 
private tutoring to residence hall stu- 
dents.” 

Students at the University of 
California in San Diego are much like 
BYU students in their pursuit of 
healthy eating. Helen Taylor, the prin- 
cipal food service manager of UCSD 
notes that wellness prevails as the 
foremost food concern students have. 

“Students say they’re vegetarians, 
but they’re really interested more in 
wellness — health issues.”

Ever since the American Revolution 
when freedom from England was 
obtained, Americans have continually 
sought after things that were free. In 
the ’70s it was free love. During the 


’80s and the time of the credit card it 


was free spending. Today, in the’90s, 
we live in a society that is centered 
around nutrition and things that are 


. free from fat. 


This “fat-free craze” of the 90s is 
evident in every aspect of our lives. 
It’s in the media, on restaurant menus 
and in our grocery stores. But what 
has caused this sudden obsession with 
things that are fat-free? 

Lora Beth Brown, an assistant pro- 
fessor in Food Science and Nutrition 
at BYU, said this fat-free obsession 
has been caused by increased knowl- 
edge concerning nutrition and the 
body, and more publicity about health 
in the popular press and television. 

“The consumers are very concerned 
about weight control, and high fat is 
associated with extra weight,” Brown 
said. 

Brown said it is generally recom- 
mended that each person limit their 


-fat consumption to 30 percent or less 


of their daily caloric intake, although 
this estimate varies with each individ- 
ual’s gender and activity level. 

Several restaurants in the Provo 
area, and nationwide, have adjusted 
their menus to include “light” meal 
options and low-fat sauce and dress- 
ing substitutes for their current 
entrees. 

John Montrose, manager of the 
Wendy’s restaurant in Provo, has just 
added a new selection of various 
low-calorie salad dressings to the 
Wendy’s menu due to their cus- 
tomer’s requests, and says that their 
reduced calorie ranch dressing is now 
their second most popular choice for 
salad dressings. 

Grocery stores have also been 
affected by this fat-free craze. 

Lori Jensen, 25, a senior majoring in 
graphic design from Sandy, has 
worked at Smith’s Food King for 
approximately nine years and says 
that she has definitely noticed an 
increase in nutritional products being 
sold. 

People are requesting a lot more fat, 
salt and cholesterol free products, 
Jensen said. 
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‘Fat-free’ gets popular 


She also said the nutritional area at 
Smith’s has been one of the sections 
that, has expanded the most in the last 
few years, making a wide selection of 
“free” foods available to the con- 
sumer. 

Consumers can now find fat-free 
substitutes in almost every food 
group. There is now fat-free bread, 
cheese and cookies, to name just a 
few. 

Are all of these fat-free labeled 
products truly fat free? 

Brown said there are a lot of mis- 
leading labels. These include labels 
such as “low-fat? “lite” and “less 
fat”. 

Many products are also misleading 
in the way they advertise their nutri- 
tional value, Brown said. 

One example, Brown said, is peanut 
butter. Several peanut butters have 
advertised their products as having no 
cholesterol, when there never has 
been a peanut butter that has had cho- 
lesterol in the first place. 

These labels are misleading because 
they “imply an advantage to one 
product, which is true of all prod- 
ucts,’ Brown said. 

However, Brown said the Food and 
Drug Administration is in the process 
of developing some new regulations 
to help clear up these misconceptions.

As BYU heads to UCLA this week- 
end to play near John Walsh’s home- 
town of Torrance, let’s take a‘closer 
look at the newest member of BYU’s 
quarterback legacy.

Walsh suf- 
fered last year, and the yearly battle 
for the starting job at quarterback, has 
there ever been a time when he regret- 
‘ed his decision to come to BYU? 

“No, never,” Walsh said without 
nesitation. “I am very pleased with my 
decision and I have been from the 
start.” 

Hé feels that a lot of positive results 
came from last year’s injury. 

“T got a lot more knowledge of the 
offense and I got some game experi- 
2ncé-there is nothing better for a 
young quarterback than game experi- 
2nce,” he said. 
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He feels that his best game so far this 
season was the Air Force game 
because he completed a high percent- 
age of his passes. 

When asked what games he most 
looks forward to this year, he said that 
one can never overlook any opponent, 
but, naturally he looks forward to the 
Holiday Bowl and playing the teams 
that he grew up watching on television 
such as UCLA and Notre Dame. 
Beating those teams would gain a lot 
of respect for the WAC, which he said 
is long over due. He is anxious to go 
home and play at UCLA where he 
plans on having at least thirty family 
members and friends on hand to watch 
the team play. 

While Walsh said it is an honor to 
have his name mentioned among the 
list of great BYU quarterbacks such as 
McMahon and Detmer, he feels no 
pressure to perform up to their level.

Salt Lake County purchases 2 helicopters 
to improve Wasatch Front’s air support

The Salt Lake County Sheriff’s 
Department will soon purchase two 
larger, more powerful helicopters to 
replace its pair of aging TH55 two- 
seat helicopters, said Mike Wilkinson, 
chief deputy sheriff in Salt Lake 
County. 

“They (the old ones) are excellent 
trainers and patrol craft, but they are 
extremely limited in their capabili- 
ties,” he said. 

“The new craft will be able to lift 
water buckets, carry six people at a 
time, and will be used for things like 
search and rescue, fire control, gang 
surveillance and general patrol.” 


The Sheriff's Department estimates 
that purchasing and operating the 
helicopters will total nearly $8.1 mil- 
lion over the next 10 years. 

“The helicopters themselves, fully 
equipped, run around $3 million,” 
Wilkinson said. 

“Tt costs around $60 per hour to run 
the craft, including fuel, maintenance 
and projected replacement cost. 

“We currently have three helicopter 
pilots employed by the Sheriff’s 
Department, and we are negotiating 
with (Salt Lake Police) Chief Ortega 
for the transfer of one of the city 
pilots since we will provide county- 
wide service,” he said. 

In 1992, flight time tripled as the 
Sheriff’s Department spent more than 
400 hours patrolling by helicopter. 


Wilkinson estimates doubling those . 


hours in 1993, adding, “In 1994, we 
will at least double that (flight time) 
again with the addition of the new 
helicopters. 

“The Wasatch Front is so behind the 
times in air support it is frightening,” 
he said. “One helicopter can take the 
place of 10 patrol cars in high-speed 


pursuits, with no risk of collisions or. 


delays.” 

Since the Army-surplus helicopters 
were purchased under the Federal 
Surplus Property Act in 1989, they 
must be kept in operation for five 
years, said Wilkinson. 

“In 1994, both (TH55 craft) will be 
sold, at which time we will probably 
purchase one new smaller helicopter 
to total three in our fleet,” he said. 


New computer system makes 
geological data easy to access

The Utah Geological Survey offi- 
cially began its extension service 
Friday to better facilitate public and 
industry access to the wealth of infor- 
mation the survey collects. 

“We have reorganized our informa- 
tion section into the Geologic 
Extension Service in order to better 
meet our customers’ needs,” said state 
geologist M. Lee Allison, director of 
the survey. 

A new computer system allows 
direct public access to the geologic 
information contained in 15 different 
data bases. More will be added as the 
extension service expands. 

“The Utah Geological Survey is an 
aggressive compiler and generator of 
geologic information,” Allison said. 
“We want to be equally aggressive in 
getting all of this information into the 
hands of citizens, businesses and 
decision makers who can use it.” 

Through this new extension service, 
people can access data about oil, gas 
and geothermal wells in Utah. They 
can also use references to geologic

Allison said. 

The new Geologic Extension 
Service will also produce brochures 
on various geologic topics that will be 


can understand, said Kimm Harty, 
Geologic Extension Service coordina- 
tor. 

For example, the Utah Geological 
Survey is preparing a guide on earth- 
quake risks for homeowners and a 
similar guide for realtors, Allison 
said. 

The public and industry can use the 
free service by calling, walking, in or 
writing to the survey. 

Allison said that the extension ser- 
vice will not just wait for people to 
come find them. They can find 
national industries who are contem- 
plating coming to the state and help 
them make Utah richer and safer. 

Allison said they not only look to 
outside industries but they also get 
calls from companies interested in 
coming to Utah. These industries 
want to know the geologic back- 
ground of the state and how that back- 
ground can help their business. 

“We feel everybody out there is our 
customer,” Allison said. 

The extension service gets calls 
from county planners who need to do 
a master plan as well as fourth graders 
who want to know the state rock —
